For the success of Mr. Latham’s undertaking 
very much credit is due the municipal authori- 
ties and citizens generally of Hopkinsville. 

Everybody has entered into the spirit of his 
a eas and heartily helped him to achieve its 
enc, 

The city courci!, by unanimous vote, gave 
him the choicest spot in the ceinetery as a site 
for the monument. It is just on the crown of 
@ hill, from which the surrounding ‘'city of the 
dead” slopes on all sides. In every direction 
white graveled waiks and broad drives lead off 
through the wide expanding field of graves, 
winding in ard out between the blooming 
borders of spring flowers. The place is exceed- 
ingly beautiful, and the monamont is in evory 
sense worthy to stand in the midst of it, 

This day wiil be long remembered 
by all who hava participated in its ceremonies. 

The town has been completely given up to 
the occasion. There have been probably threo 
times as many people here as ever Hopkins- 
ville held on any previous day. 

The pregramme for the unveiling was elabo- 
rate, and it has been carried out to the leiter. 

The procession began to form hours bofvre 
the time for starting oa the march. The length 
of the line would bave been a credit to New 
York. At least a dozen excursion trains rolled 
into the little town, bringing various visiting 
military companies and civic societies, besides 
the thousands who camo in individual attend- 
ance on this cceasion. Nearly every residence 
and store ard all the public buildings have been 
decorated wiih flags and bunting of red, white 
and bine, 

I never in my lifesiw such a profusion of stars 
aud stripes.

the slightest sign of disloyalty to the union in 
any oi the proceedings of the day. If any 
such thought had manifested itself in the ro- 
motest corner of the occasion, it would have 
been instantly smothered under a United 
States flag. This has been strictly in confora- 
ity with Mr. Latham’s wisbes. In all his cor- 
reepondence with the city authorities about the 
erection of the monument, and with the var- 
ious committees of arrangements who have had 
the unveiling in charge, he has insisted that 
under no circumstance and in no sense did he 
mean that either the memorial or the dodica- 
tory ceremonies should have any political sig- 
nificance, and throughout, he has declaimed 
any partisan feeling in what he was doing. 
An especially notable feature of the day was 
the negroes in the procassion. They turaed out 
stiong, and entered into the spirit of the occa- 
sion apparently with as much enthusiasm as if 
they had been parading op the anniversary of 
“Emancipation Day.” 

Their action is universally commended and 
recognized es a conspicuous sign of how entire- 
ly the ill feeling and bitter animosities of the 
wsr bave passed away.

A GRAND RECEPTION AT THE DO- 
MINION’S CAPITAL. 


Mr. O’Brien’s Departure from Torsnto His Arriva’ 
at Ottawa-He Speaks to an Imménse Orowd 
~ Befererces to the Biot at Toronto— Lord 
Landsdewne Held Rerponsibdie. 


ToRONTO, May 19.— Long after the telegraph 
office had clored for the night last night and 
just as Mr. O’Brien was abont to retire to rest, 
he was waited upon by six mem ers of the do. 
minion parliament, who expressed their deep 
senee of sorrow and shame at the oc:urrsnce 
and of sympathy with Mr. O’Brien. Mr. 
O’Brien received them courteously, ani then 
witha cheerful Jaugh, said:

Citizens of Toronto and brethren in the cause of 
free speech, and ofIreland: I cannot depart with- 
out expressing my thanks to you for the noble re- 
ception which you have accordeime. <Asfor the 
occurrence ast night, I have not the slightest 
doubdf that it was a deliberate attempt] to murder, 
incited by those whose positiou in your city ought 
to have taught them better. I shall not again re- 
ler to it except to say that I came to Toronto not to 
defy them, not to dere them, but at the same time 
not to far them. 

It wasacowardly attemptto murder me and 

-am willing toleave the verdictas between them 
ané meto the fair judgment of the fair minded 
citizens of Toronto. Despite this experience, I 
carry away withmethe most pleasant impressions 
of Toronto. We have triumphed. Our canse is 
inst andthe lives of hundreds of Irishmen depend 
upon the result ofour mission among you. God 
bless you.”’ 

He iben diseppeared within the car, followed 
by cheers and greans. As the train moved off, 
the cheering and hooting was kept up until 
the rear car disappeared from view. Savaral 
lend leaguers accompenied the train to North 
Toronto junction, where about a half dozen 
pelice men were stationed for fear of axow, but 
there was no crowd. 

ARBIVAL AT OTTAWA, 

Ortowa, Ont, May 19.—Mr. OBrien ar- 
tived bere tedsy. A train carrying a depata- 
tion composed of the most prominent members 
of tke citizens’ committes and of the national 
kague of Ottowa, went out to Moberly, a dis- 
tance of 175 miles, and welcomed Mr. O’Brien 
ard party. As the train slowed up at Grand 
Union station, at half past five, it was seen 
that an immense crowd had assembled, which 
set up a tremendous cheering as Mr, O’Brien 
stepped on the platform and _ this 
enthusiasm was manifested again and again.

It was a regular procession as the party 
moved up through thecity ina long line of 
carriages, fully sixty in number, in waieh were 
seated vot alené prominent i*reach Canadians, 
but prominent Protestant citizens as weil, and 
of course, nearly allthe representative Irish 
in the city. Theo procession moved around the 
beautiful grounds which incloss the 
parliament house and drew up 
in front of the Russell house. 

When Mr. O’Brien entered the rotunda of 
the hotel an attempt was made by some por- 
sous in the surgivg throng to che:r the queen 
and to repeat the scene that was witnessed at 
the queen’s park meeting in Toronto, but a 
storm of cheers for O'Brien and groans for 
Lansdowne rose above everything else. 

At the Royal roller rink, five thousand par- 
sons were packed. Large pictures of Glad- 
stcne and Parnell were placed in front of the 
platform with an Irish, American anda Cana- 
cian flag, and the motto in large green letters, 
‘God Save Ireland.’ In one corner of the 
ball was massed a solid body of young students 
from Ottowa college, three hundred in num- 
ber, and mostly Americans, who shouted in 
chorns, O. B. R, I. E. N. amid thunders of ap- 
p'wase from ail paris of the house, Crowds 
around the hall sang, ““God Save the quesn,”’ 
but they got tired early in the evening.

A Circular to Customs Officers--Appodint- 
ments by the President. 

WASHINGTON, May 1°).---Secretary Fairchild 
todsy issued a circuiar to customs officers ex- 
tending the regulations of June 3, 1835, gov- 
erning the allowance of drawback made from 
imported material, bagging made ia the United 
States from imported jute and exported as 
coverirg of cott«n in bales. The circular also 
resccinds paragraph 15, said regulations sus- 
pending allowances of drawback on such 
bagging under certain entries then pendiag 
or to be .made, in so far as ft 
may relate to entries to be made by exporters 
of cotton shipped after June 3, 1885. Collectors 
are also authorized to accept entries for draw- 
back on bagging exported after that date and 
pricr to the 19th instant, to the present date, 
the same upon such evidence satisfactory to 
themtelves a3 may now be produced, provided 
such entrics and evidence shall be p-essnted 
within one year from the th instant.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 19.—General James 
L. Selfridge, one of the heroes of the late war, 
ard aprominent citizen of Philadelphia, com- 
mitted suicide this afternoon by shooting him- 
self throngh the head with a revolver. The 
act was committed within thirty yards of the 
residence of the deceased. He was carried to 
bis home and medical aid was summoned, bat 
he died from the effects of his wound in about 
tro hours. He had been suffering for several 
years With Bright’s disease, and the only rea- 
son Which can be assigned for the actis that he 
had grown despondent on account of his belief 
that his disease was incurable. 


IT SHOOK THINGS UP. 


Explosion of Four Tons of Nitro-Glycerine 
--The Wreck. 

MINNEAPOLIS, May 19,—A Duluth speéial 
gives the particulars of the explosion of 
four tons of nitro-glycerine eight miles 
from that city, on Wednesday. Nine 
residences, and as many other buildings, 
were totally or partially wrecked, and trees in 
the vicinity are torn to shreds. The shock 
end concussion were plainly felt in Daluth, and 
mény panes of glass were broken in Oaeoka, 
five miles distant. The loss is estimated at 
$40,000. The nitro glycerine was valued at 
$6,000, and the loss in unmixed matter was 
also heavy. Noone knows what caused the

ACTION OF EMPLOYERS IN CHI- 
CaGO. ; 


The Building Bosses Meet and Adopt a Piedge for 


Workmen to Sign Before fheyare Given Em- 
ploymenznt-To Go Ianto Effect the ist of 
Jdune—How the Pledg3is Received. 


CHIcaco, May 19.—A bold plan of campa‘ga 
to settic the great building trades lockout by 
June ist, and strike a memorable blow at 
trades uniorism was set on foot this afternoon. 
At a conference of delegates from every build- 
ing interest in Chicago, with representatives 
present from the Lilinois Architects’ associa- 
tion, Chicago real estate board and kindred 
becies, members of which hire altogether prob- 
ably 50,000 workmen, a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted that from this time forth the 
signature of the following card of principles by 
employes be made the universal condition of 
employment by all the building interests of 
Chiesgo: 7 

i recognize the right of every man to decide for 
himself, Without dictation or interference, when 
he sball work or cease to work; where he shall 
work, for whom he shall work, how many hours 
he shall work, and for what wages he shail werk. 
I recognize the absolute right ofan emplover, to 
decide tor himself, without interference from any 
source, Whom he sball employ, to regulate and 
menage his business with perfect independence 
and freedem; provided, only, that he shall deal 
lawfully, jastly and honorably with all men. 

I recoguize the rizht of every father to have his 
son taught, and of every son to learn any lawful 
trade as on a plane with his right tothe knowledge 
of reading, writing or aby other branch of learn- 
ing, and shouid be subject to regulation only by 
tie laws of the land. 

1 hereby pledge myself, in ail my relations and 
intercourse with my employers and felloy work- 
men, to maintain and live up to these principles. 

There was no debate on the adoption of this 
measiure and action was enthusiastically unan- 
imous, but a general discussion sprang up 
when it was preposed that the same card of 
principles be presented for signature to every 
employer with the pledge thereto changed as 
follows: 

I hereby pledge myself to maintain and live up 
to the principle; in the prosecution of my busi 
Less and to lend niy wid tuthe full extent of my 
infinence and power for their maintenance and 
protection amopvgst my fellow employers. 

1 further pledge myself not to employ any work- 
oe upon his signature to the card of prin- 
ciples. 

When it was stated that the pledge meant 
the discharge of every workman who did not 
sign the required card, numerous objections 
wre 1aiscd, especially by contracting plaster- 
ers, carpenters and stonecutters, who are get- 
ting alopg peaceably with their men and are 
expecting notreuble. All objections were met 
withthe reply that the card contained noth- 
ing not guaranteed by the constitution of the 
United States, and thatthe country had got 
tircd of being shackled by labor unions. 

At lergth a tacit understanding was reached 
that the pleége should be voted upon by dele- 
gates individually, they. then to go to their 
associations and urge its ratification. The 
pleége was, thereupon, adopted unanimously. 
The first cay of June was fixed as the date 
when lockout wenld be declared off and buai- 
nese resumed with the card of principles as a 
be sig. 

C sIcAGo, May 19,—It is asserted this morn 
ing that the lockont of the bosses has assumed 
a new phace, which may end in a very inter- 
¢sting legal controversy. Leaders of the work- 
men directly or indirectly affected by the 
pending difficulties have made up their mindeg 
to test the legality of the combination of th 
bosses to yrevent the sale of materia!. ‘The 
plan mapped out is to lay the matter before Mr 
Gunnel. The supposition is that the state’s 
attorney cannot, even if they have done any- 
thing illegal, cbtain indictments against th. 
hesses, there being no grand jury in session 
now, and then the labor people intend to pre- 
cule warrants from a police justice and arrest 
some of the more prominent bosses, They 
promise some sensational developments soon, 
The figtt will be unparalleled in the history 
of jeabcr organizations. 

Nesrly atl the large brick manufac‘rers 
bave headed a request to close down their 
yards. This action on the part of manufactur- 
ers relates to the enforced idleness of nearly 
seven thousand employes. Gossip conceruing 
the presecution of bosses for conspiracy has 
rot taken denfiite form.

TRAIN ROBBERS IN TEXAS. 


An International and Great Northern Traia 
Stopped by Masked Mew. 

AUSTIN, Texas, May 19.—Passenger train 
No. 502 of the International and Great North- 
ern road was stopped last night at McNeil sta- 
tion, a few miles north of here, by fifteen or 
twenty robbers, who robbed the express car. 
Some fifty shots were fired and one man 
slightly wounded in the hand. Another re< 
port says two men were killed. Fifty mount- 
ed and armed men are leaving here for Me- 
Neill’s. It is said there were fifteen man in 
the party. They first captured the operator 
before the train came up, and as soon as the 
train d:ew in bearded it, attacking the engineer 
and express messenger, The express was robe 
bed but the smount taken was not accortained, 
The mails were not touched. The passengers 
were ‘held up’ and a considerable amount 
taken, one man losing a gold watch and chain 
and another a diamond pin. 

A posse of police and citizens. which left 
here on receipt of news have not yet rsturaed 
and particulars of the robbery are very mea- 
gre. Oneaccount says the robbers mounted 
the engine and covered the engineer with 

inchester rifles, while other members of the 
gang went through the passenger cars, demand- 
ing valuables fromthe passengers. Another 
report says the express car was robbei but 
amount taken is not stated. Reliable partica- 
lars are mcmen'arily expected. 

The doors of the express car was forced opsn 
ard about $4,000 was taken. The messengers 
were compelled to throw up their hands and 
were ordered to hand over the cash and regig- 
tered letters. Seth Spauldirg, railway postal 
clerk, told the robbers he had none, as the day 
line earried all the registered letters, and was 
informed that they did not care for tham as 
they-were not afxr “Uaocle Sam’s money, but 
Jay Gould’s.” The robbers were in very good 
humor, and after going through the express 
car bade a» pleasant good-night and decamped. 
Sc me of the men were not masked, but the one 
who gave orders wore a mask and was tall and 
dressed like a cowboy. 

Express Messenger Nothacker, who was or- 
dered to turn over the money, handed the rob- 
bers only a small amount and was beaten over 
the head. A brakeman was wounded during 
the fasilade. Postal Clerk Spaulding says he 
distinctly heard the or¢ er given by the leader : 
“Don’t touch any of the passeners and don’t 
shoot any of ovr own men.” The messenger 
siso says that he believes the-men were green 
hands in the business.

Thornton and Braith- 
waite—have issned a circular containing state- 
ments at variance with the fizal report of the 
joint committee made to the general assembly 
and calculated to make a false impression and 
produce a controversy on the facts which really 
occurred in the joint conference, aid appoiat- 
ing a joint committee to examine the said cir- 
enlsrand report thercon asto the frauth of 
said statements. ~ 

The joint committee appointed today by the 
legislature to ¢xamine into the statement con- 
teaincd in the circular of Messrs, Thornton and 
Braitwaite in connection with the recent debt 
conference, finished their report tonight, and 
it will be presented tomorrow morning. It is 
quite a long review of the conference work, 
and, while courtecusin tone, arrives at tite 
coticineion that the English representatives” 
deliberately misstated the effect of their own 
proposition. 

Mr. Twiman introduced a resolution in the 
senate this afternoon, proposing to amend the 
consti{ution so as to recoguizs only so much of 
the debt as has been or may hereafter be 
funded under the Riddleberger bill and bonds 
held by literary institutions of the state. The 
proposition is alsoto amend the constitution 
so as toallow taxation to be assessed directly 
or against counties and cities. The resolution 
went over until tomorrow. 


SCHOOL BXERCISES AT HAMPTON 


Battalion Inspection--The Indastrial Exhibi- 
tion--The Graduating Class. 


Fort Monroe, Va, May 19.—The beuutiful 
grounds of Hampton normal institute were 
crowded with visitors today attending ths nine- 
teenth annual commencement. The exercises 
began with a battalion inspection, the young 
men turning out 300 strong, in new uniforms, 
headed by an excellent band. The class rooms 
were then opened, and illustrations were given 
of the practical course of study. In the after- 
noon a great company gathered in the gymna- 
sium, where were rendered the salutatory, val- 
dictory and other addresses: music, always & 
msrked incident at Hampton, and the present- 
ation of Givlomas tothe graduates, sevouteen 
in number. 

An interesting feature was the indastrial ex- 
hibition. During the schoo! yo+r 709 pupils have 
been evrolled with an average attendance of 
628. Of these 171 were Indians and the others 
colored. A majority of thestaudents work their 
way in the shops, on the farm or in the house- 
hold, learning to labor with skill and paying 
in part, for their education and board. Their 
earnings fer the year amounted to nearly $47,- 
0CO0, about one-quarter of which was for house- 
work and the other non-productive labor. The 
effort to establish a permanent endowment 
fond of half a million dollars has so far re- 
sulted in securing near)y $130,000.

THE GUILTY MAN 


IS AT LAST BROUGHT WITHIN 
REACH OF JUSTICE. 


The Chattooga County Ravisher Brought Back end 
Puily Identified—The Judge Caile a Special 
Term of Court to Try the Case—The 
Precautions-The Popular Fesling. 


SUMMERVILLE, Ga., May 19.—[Special.]— 
Henry Pope is the negro wanted. Miss Ken- 
drick identified him at once as the vile scoun- 
drel that committed the outrage. 

Immediately upon the arrival of the officers 
who had incharge Henry Pope, colored, ar- 
rested in Alabama and brought to this state 
under a requisition of Governor Gordon, on 
Monday last Miss Kendrick was sent for, and 
reached Summerville about 10 a. m. yesterday. 
She was driven to the Henry house, accompa- 
nied by her father and aunt, Mrs. Vaughn, and 
uncle, Mr. D. W. Kellett. The paity re- 
paiied to the ladies’ parlor and 
after resting awhile, all parties 
above repaired to the jail, accompanied by the 
officers and a few friendz. A great number 
applied for admittance, bat Judge Maddox 
ordered that they be denied, as every precau- 
tion had to be observed to keep down the ex- 
citement of the masses. 

The negro was brought out of the iron cage 
into the jail rocm in the presence of the young 
lady, who looked at him for a moment only, 
then exclaimed, in great excitement, “He ia 
the man!” and fell fainting into the arms of 
her relatives She was carried below immedi- 
ately and restoratives administered. 

The negro showed signs of great weakness 
during the morning before the arrival! of Miss 
Kendrick, and could scarcely stand daring the 
trying ordeal of identification. 

On the 3d of l ebruary last,in the lightof day, 
in the midst of a highly civilized and thickly 
populated community, this most hellish and 
diabolical crime was committed. Mr. Kendrick, 


being a pocr man, was unable to prosecute the - 


search for the villain beyond the limits of the 
county. He notified his neighbors, who re- 
sponded nobly to the call, and cid allin their 
power to find the vile wretch. laboring all the 
time under disadvantages, as they had no idea 
who they were looking for, the negro baing an 
entire stranger to the girl, They made many 
arrests of negroes who filled, as they thought, 
the description given by Miss Kendrick, but 
upon bringing the prisoners before her she, 
witbout the lesst hesitancy, pronounced them 
“the wrong man.’ About this time, when it 
seemed that the guilty party had made 
good his escape, H. A. Broomfield, O. L. 
Wyley and Deputy Sheriff Kuox came upon 
the scene, three of the best amateur detectives 
in the state, who took hold of the slightest 
clew, with a never-give-up-determination, and 
by pumping the darkies generally, found out 
that Henry Pope bad been in the neighborhood 
about that time. They traced him all over the 
conutry to Rising Fawn, Atralia, Gadsden and 
around generally, buthe would change his 
name Cccasionally and throw them off the 
track. They however posted several parties 
in Alabama, among them John Garner, col- 
ored, near Gadsden, making a contract with 
bim to watch ont for him, and if he saw that 
he was making ready to leave the country to 
arrest and placo him in jail and telegraph 
them at once. Garner being at work on the 
Rome and Decatur railroai, they thought 
would be apt to meet up with him, 

Judge Maddox has called a _ special 
term of the superior court and ordered 
the grand and petit jurors of the lait 
teym to eppear on Monday, the 30‘h inst., when 
he will dispose of him, giving hima just, fair 
and impartial trial. Wesley Shropshire, Jr., 
has been appointed to represent the prisoner, 
who has hopes of establishing an alibi, claiming 
that he was not in the county at the time the 
cffense was committed. There are very fow 
that apprehend the lynching of the nogro since 
Judge Maddox has called a special term of 
court to dispose of the prisoner at an early day. 
The jail is well guarded, however, and will 
continue to be eco until court convenes.

SAVANNAH, Ga, May 19.—{Special.]—Will- 
iam Fuller, colored,a@ private in the Georgia 
Artillery, was blown to pieces today while the 
company was firing a salute in the park exten- 
sion. The colored military of Savannah hai 
turned out fora parade in celebration of the 
adoption of the fifteenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. The colored 
regiment and the cavalry and artillery comp+- 
nies had marched through the principal s:reets 
of the city,and had gone to the park exteus on 
for review. A few minutes before 1 o’clo:k 
the artillery in command of Captain J. H 

firing a silate. 
They have two threeinch  : ified 
howitzers and were firing a pound and a 
quarter of powder ata load. Both guns were 
facing west. They stood east of the monn. 
ment, about half way betwesn the monumsnt 
and Drayton street.

Clay Superior Court Decides Against a Mo- 
nopoly,

local importance, which has agitated the com- 
munity for several scars. was tried and deter- 
mined, “Thecity council of Fort Gaines vs. ‘D.

Adams, owner of the bridge across the Caatta- 
hocchee river at this point, from charging toll 
on sgricultural products coming to this town 
for sale. For years there has been a dispute as 
to what articles of produce and in what quan- 
titiesshould pass free under the charter of 
the “Fort Gaines Bridge Co,’ the amendmont: 
thereto and deed of conveyance to Mr. Adam:? 
The merchants and city council contended 
that the articles named in original ch r er, 
viz: Cotton, corn, fudder, wheat, rye, oats and 
potatoes shonld pass free in any quantity ani 
other country produce whenin quantities ef 
the value of five dollars or over, as provited ir 
the deed of conveyance from the city coun- 
cil to D. C. Adams, while Mr. Adams claimed 
that only the seven articles named in origiaal 
charter should pass frée and they oaly in qaan 
tities of ve dollars or moro. 

Judge Clark granted the injanction prayed 
for, perpetaally restraining the collection of 
tolls on the seven specified “agricultural prod- 
ucts” in any quantity and on #1! other “country 
produce’ when brought over in quantities of 
the valine of five doliars. ‘Une city couacil and 
merchants are juxbilant over their victory, 
while Mr, Adams feels that his bridge proporty, 
heretofore very yuluabioc, is almost confiscated 
by this decision.

AN AUGUSTA FIGHT. 


Over the Letting of the Contract ter the 
Augu-ta and Chattanooga Read. 
AveustA, Ga, May 19.—[Special |—As was 
mentioned in this correspondence this morn- 
ing, the contract for the construction of the 
Augusta and Chattanooga railroad has been 
given out toa New York syndicate, Messrs. 
Blair. Boynton & Co, for $3,500,000 in bonds 
and $8,000,000 in commen stock. There has 
been considerable talk about the contract here 
today, as the Georgia Constraction company, 
of this city, wera anxious to get the contract, 
and really expected it, This company was 
organized here some weeks ago, with a capital 
of $100,000,.with the privilege of increasing it 
to one millicn. The officers are as follows: 
President, R P. Sibley; directors, W. C. Sibley, 
W. W. Bussey, A. H. Baker, Asbury Hull, J. 
P. Bondurant, Z. Daniel. W. H. Cozart and 
Jesse Thompson. Mr R P. Sibley says the con- 
struction company was anxious to build the 
rosc, and wasin condition to doso. It has 
been generally understood here fur a long time 
that they were to do so, and he was very much 
surprised to learn thatthe executive commit- 
tee had given the contract to northerners, Mr. 
Sibley is a director of the read,and in company 
with most of the other directors, knew noth- 
irg of the action of the executive committee 
until yesterday. Hesaidthat he and other 
directors of the road were surprised to hear a 
report from the executive committee, compss- 
ed of President C. A. Evans, Mr. Alfred Baker 
and Mr. J. P. Verdery, that a comt-cact 
had = already been made as _ long 
ego as April 2d, with Blair, Boyn- 
ton & Co., to buildand equip the road for $1,- 
600,000 in bondsand $4,000,000 in common 
siock, without referring the contract.to the 
board for confirmation. He was particularly 
surprised, and felt that something was wrong, 


as he had received on that very day the fol- 


lowing letter: 

Mr. R. P. Sibley, president Construction and 
Improvement company: Dear Sir—At a 
meeting oi the executive commiitee 
of the Augusta and Chattanooga Railroad and 
Bankipg company, just closed today, the proposi 
tion of Mr. W. C. Sibley was considered in due 
form, and the secretary was instracted to returnthe 
abswer that it could not be accepted. 

Understanding from you that your company 
would like to make some proposition looking to 
fecilitating the building of the road, I wouid be 
pleased to hear from you at your earliest «uveni- 
ence. Yours respectfully, 

CLEMENT A. Evans, President. 

Mr. Sibley followed this ap with the proposi- 
tion of the Georgia Construction company, and 
piotestcd against confirming the contract made 
by the executive committee, wit hout conferring 
with the rest of the beard or giving the detaiis, 
The executive committee claimed the right to 
make the contract under a resolution which is 
on the minutes of the annual meetingof the 
company recently heid here. Mr 
Sibley,* Dr. Tutt, Mr. Latimr 
and Mr. McCord, of the board of directors, 
stated that the resolution referred to, which 
was offered by Mr. Walsh, was amended by 
Mr. McCord to’ read that the execative com- 
miitee were not authorized toact without re- 
feriing matters to the board of directors. Mr. 
Sibley says be feels no fears as to the ultimate 
Cecision, and the executive committee will be 
held responsible for making an unauthorized 
contract without consulting the board of di- 
rectors. Mr. Sibley this afternoon sent a tele- 
goem to Biair & Boynton, that the contract 
was not ratificd, and steps will be taken to de-

Your cor: e:pondent met General Evans, pres- 
icent of the Augusta and Chattanooga ral- 
10ad, this afternoon, and gleaned the following 
points .n regard fo the contract being given to 
Metsis. Blair, Boynton & Co, He said, upon 
being interrogated: 

“If this fuss continues it will ruin the road. 
The executive committee had the authority of 
the stockholders and directors to make any 
contract they thought proper.” 

Speaking of the construction company, he 
said: 

“There is yet acontract they can make, I 
wrote the letter to Mr. Sibley tolead him to 
this. His reply making propositions was read 
to the directors and referred to the exocutive 
committees.” 

In stating the reason why the contract was 
given§ o Messrs. Blair, Boynton & Co., he sail: 

“We have been nogotiating with them sisce 
February, and continued to date, with the un- 
derstanding that if it progressed 
they should have the 
preference. While the construction compimy 
was forming it was expected, in case of failure, 
negotiations might be made with them. Tue 
New Yorkers offered to construct the road 
cheaper than the c.n:-traction company’s first 
proposition, in fact they offered to build the 
road for the road.”

“There is one thing I shonld like to eay in

Perhaps the most important appointment 
l’resi¢ent Cleveland has had to make is that 
to fill the vacancy on the supreme coart, 
caused by the death of Justice Woods.

President Hayes ap- 
pointed Judge Harlan in 1877... President 
Garfield'appointed Judge Matthews in 1831; 
and resident Arthur appointed Judge Gray 
in 1ss1, and Judge Blatchford in 1882, 

These eight men now constitute the court. 
President Cleveland will have to name the 
ninth justice. Of course he will bea demo- 
crat, and it is almost ascertain that he will 
be chosen from the south, 

Since 1853 two chief justices and thirteen 
associate justices haye been appointed to the 
supreme court. Bothof the chief justices 
and all ofthe associate justices have been 
northern or western men, Judge Woods was 
credited to Georgia, but he had recently 
moved from Ohio to Alabama and then to 
Georgia, in order to conveniently discharge 
his duties as district and circuit judge, 

For thirty-four years, therefore, not one 
man has been appointed to the supreme 
court who could properly be credited to any 
of the states of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Texas. The ap- 
pointee of President Cleveland will come 
from one of these states. Of the eight judges 
now on the bench, Ohio has two, Waite and 
Matthews. Field is from California; Miller 
from Iowa; Harlan from Kentucky; Bradley 
from New Jersey; Blatchford from New York, 
and Gray from Massachusetts, 

The president will have numerous good 
men presented to him as worthy of the va- 
cant judgeship. There is no more honorable 
distinction in this conntry thana place on 
the supreme court. It give3 a lile tenure 
with asalary of $10,000, and the prospect of 
retirement on full pay at the age of seventy, 
provided the judge bas served for ten years. 
Chief Justice Waite, Justices Bradley and 
Field might now be retired if they so wished, 
but not one of them shows a disposition to 
cease from his judicial labors, 

Many names have been mentioned as 
worthy of the president’s consideration in 
connection with the existing vacancy. The 
most prominent of these are Senators Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, George, of Mississippi,aud 
Coke, of Texas; Hon. N. J. Hammond, of 
Georgia, Hon. Randolph Tucker, of Virgin- 
ia, and Judge Howell E, Jackson, of Tere 
nessree, who isnow on the United States 
circuit bench, This list does not comprise 
one-third ofthe entire number of gentlemen 
who may fairly be considered ag candidates, 
but it probably contains the name of the 
coming man. Georgia has given a very 
strong indorsement to her candidate. The 
action of the Atlanta barin recommending 
his appointment has been followed by a 
hearty response in his favor, from all parts 
ofthe state. Mr. Hammond’s service for 
eight years in congress, during all of which 
time he was on the judiciary committee of 
the house of representatives, brought him 
into national prominence asa lawyer. His 
appointment would be instantly recognized 

throughout the country as fit and proper.

Judge Don A. Pardee. 

The judicial circuit composed of the guif 
states and of Georgia, is fortunate in the 
wisdom and ability that characterizes Jadge 
Pardee, who presides over ifs United States 
court. Judge Pardee is an Ohio man by 
birth, and came to Louisiana immediately 
For twelve years he served 
as judge in the state courts of Louisiana, 
and always to the satisfaction of the people.

For twenty years Americans, Mexicans 
and Europeans have believed that Maximil- 
ian’s downfall was due to the treason of one 
Lopez, a trusted officer in his army at Quer- 
etero. 

All the historians and newspaper writers 
have held Lopez up asa traitor and an un- 
grateful, infamous wretch. 

Fortunately Lopez did not die of a broken 
heart. He acted very wisely. Finding 
that his side of the case would not be heard, 
he remained in retirement biding his 
time. 

Atlast his patient silence has been re- 
warded. General Escobedo, one of Mexico’s 
most distinguished military chieftains, has 
made a full statement of everything con- 
nected with the (ueretero affair. The gen- 
eral says that he conducted the negotiations 
with Lopez. From first to last Lopez acted 
under instructions from Maximilian, and 
his greatest concern was forthe safety of 
the emperor. After his capture Maximilian 
informed Escobedo that he had the_ utmost 
confidence in Lopez, and that his rumored 
disloyalty was all a mistake. 

This is pretty strong testimony. It may 
not completely re-establish Lopez, but it 
will enable him to face the world with the 
confidence of a man who has secured a hear- 
ing and a division of publie opinion. Under

What was Done bythe Commissioners Yes- 
terday. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Mr. H, Colbran, 
freight agent of the Queen and Crescent rail- 
road system, sppeared before the iateratate 
commerce commission today in connection with 
the application of that system to have the 
fourth section of the interstate law permanent- 
ly ge yee ’ ' 

C. W. Bryant, representing water lines in- 
terests in Louisiana, gave notice of his inten- 
tion to reply. 

A petition from the Atlantic and North Car- 
olina railroad company was received, asking a 
suspension of the fourth section act, as far as 
it affects Morehead City, N.C., and Kingston, 
N.C. The road meets water competition at 
there places. 

The commissioners received today a telegram 
from a committee representing the western 
and southwestern water lines,out of Cincinnati, 
denying that they control and fix rates to 
western and southwestern competitive points, 
The committee asserts that such rates are gov- 
erned absolutely and entirely by rates and 
tariffs of the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
company, Cincinnati Southern railroad com- 
pany, Ohio and Mississippi railroad company, 
Chesapeake and Ohio rai company and 
their western and southwestern connections, 
The committee, therefore, ask the interstate 
commission to resind the order of suspension 
of section four and make the railroads conform 
to the will of the people as expressed in the 
interstate commerce bill. 

The commission went into secret session this 
afternoon and spent several hours in formal 
talk with Mr. Albert Fink, commissioner of 
trunk lines, as to the operation of the law and 


its effects on railroads. The conference was |

The ground ofthe 
motion to quash was alleged frregularity in the 
passage of the bill. Judge Ridley said: 

‘“Tthink the highest evidence thata bill has 
been regularly passed by the legislature is the 
signature of the respective spsakers, in open ses- 
ston, and the fact of such signing noted on the 
journals. When these things concur, and the Dill 
is approved by ihe governor, we ought to presume 
against the accuracy and verity of the journals in 
other respects,rather than declare a statute uncon- 
stitutional because other formalities seem not to 
have been observed inits enactment. If this oc- 
curs, it is not necessary to notice further the objec- 
tions, thet the iil was passed only twicein the 
house. We will presume that it was regularly 
done, I bave Ccuots about the correctness of my 
conclusions, but itis a well established rnle of 
construction ihat an inferior court, at least, ought 
to give a statute the benefit of a reasonable doubt 
and maintain its validity, rather than declare it 
unconstitutional. 1, therefore, overrule the mo 
tion to quash the indic'ment.”’ 

The case was not set for trial, the attorney gen- 
éral thinking there would be sufficient timeif it 
went regularly to the heel of the docket.

The Crowd Which Left Atlanta Yesterday 
for the National Captial. 

The psrty of excursionists which went 
throngh the city yesterday morning for Wash- 
unten City was immense. It was madeup of 
soldiers and civilians, of men. women and boys.

JOHN C, LATHAM’S LETTER, 

NEW YORK, May 14, 1887.—To the President and 
Membersjof jhe Board of |Council of the City of 
Hopkinsville, Ky.—Gentlemen: I sincerely regret 
that owing to demands upon my time, by business 
engagements requiring personal attention, it is 
impossible for mo to be present at the unveiling 
of the confederate monument in your cemetery. 

The work which I undertook in.tribute to the 
unknown dead is finished. What was but an ideal 
purpose in my beginning, has by your help devel: 
oped into an accomplished fact. 

‘The obelisks of old, are marked with strange 
bieroglyphics that hide the motive of their con- 
&trucuion in mystery. On the monument: which 
you today unveil, is chiseled in plain type the ex- 
planation of its object, and the sentiment of its 
erection, 

In its construction, I haye been sustained by sev 
eral thoughts. 

First ofalJ, I have felt safe from the suspicion of 
selfishness, because it was a memorial to the una 
known dead. 

Secondly, I have felt perfect confidence in the 
pympathy of all true women and- brave men. be 
levirg that they would recognize in the tomb a 
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-_ erved tribuie to ‘all of herdism that could 
die.’’ 

Thirdly, I have rejoiced in the opportunity it 
gave metodo honor tothe memory of my com 
rades in arms, who leit their homes and lost their 
lives ‘ for conscience take.’’ 

And finally, I have felt that this memorial shaft 
would beautify that city of the dead in which 
my fathersleeps, and thatth3a marshal spirits of 
tne dead soldiers beneath it, would stand guard 
a: out his grave. 

My work hasbeen finished in the fullness of 
success, Cniy because of your magnanimous Cco-op- 
eration. 

You have encouraged me from beginning to end, 
and suiting most liberalaction to your generous 
words ofcheer, you gaye me the spacious and 
beautiful site on which the monument stands. 

Therefore, in the name of every dead hero, who 
sleeps in the grave. you gave him-—I thank you, 
and on my own behalf beg toacknowledge most 
gratefully your constant assistance and unvarying 
courtesy to me during the prosecution of this work. 
In its completion, I trust it meets your entire ap- 

roval, and isin some measure worthy of the spir- 
ft which prompted its building, and the magnani- 
mous consideration you bave shown toward it. 

In now formally turning the monument over to 
you as the official guardiansof the city of Hopkins- 
Ville, 1 beg to say that every expense incident to 
iis construction has been met, and toassure you 
that of the total cost, there remains not one dollar 
unpaid. Ihave alsomade such an eudowment 
provision as wiil yield sufficient income to keep 
the monument grounds in perfect order forall 
time to come, thereby protecting the city against 
any possible future expense in connection with 
the matter. 

In conclusion, I cannot refrain from saying,there 
is but one way in which this memorial might be in 
more exact con‘ormity with my original purpose. 
I hoped in the beginninpg, to make ajoint monu- 
meut tonunknown federals and confederates, tor in 
the death they suffered, there was hardship, hero- 
ism, and valor, costing the precious lives of true- 
hearted American citizens. The United States 
government having removed the dead federais to 
the National cemetery at Fort Donalson, there 
were only left my comrades—the confederate 
dead—and to their haliowed memory, I dedicate 
thisthaft.

The address of the Rev. Dr. Charles F. Deems 

of New York, was a masterly effort. In con- 


cluding, the speaker said: 

And our friend who hath caused this beautify 
monument to rise on this fair spot, it seems to me 
has ‘ builded better than he knew.’’

were ready to leave venerable fathers and mothers, 
bcautifnl sisters and sweetbearis, dearest children 
and wives, to abandon trades aud fields, to forsake 
the paths of social dalliance ani delights, and 
encure the hardships of camps, of hospitals and of 
battle tields, and to die at last, not only unsung but 
unnamed, and to do all this because fair Liberty is 
£O beautiful and so sweet; as they learn this, those 
boys will grow into men’ not all unworthy to be 
successors of the blessed dead. 

Fellow-citizens, we are favored today. We have 
lived to see the animosities of the war die out, to 
wit ess famous generals of both armies marchin 
fide by side in the processions of peace, to behol 
confederate leaders mourning at the death of gen- 
erals of the federal armies, and great captaias, 
wholed the vnion forces, sorrowfully placing 
chaplets on the graves of their great opp2nents. 
The blocd of the martyrs is the seed of the church, 
and the blood of the patriots is the seed of the 
state. Cold though those blood seed tiie, 
through winter long and drear, they do not 
wholiy die; they turely reappear. They spring 
egainto make the Jand ich and beantiful with 
those ficwers and frnits which they contain. 

And now, fellow citizens, we this day do two 
things. We erect a monument tothe memory of one 
past eeneration, and open a school of pattiotism 
for the culture of heroism in many a generation to 
come. A beauty and a benediction, child of pa- 
tiiotic gratitude, parent of patriotic heroism, jong 
stand Jne, C, Latham’s monumeat to the unknowva 
confederate dead.

With scant rations and scanter clothing, with in- 
ferior numbers, always relatively decreasing, with 
the circle of their ever increasing foes narrowing 
upon them, homes lost to many, the‘r lands de- 
vastated by the severest rigors of internecine war, 
with wondrous victories bearing no fruit, with 
loved oues homeless and dependent on the strait- 
ened for daisy bread, witn a future ali dark and 
uncertain, these men never faltered—they died. 
And tothose distant queries we can proadly an- 
swer, these men were heroes. 

But is this allthe answer we can make at that 
illustrious bar? Who were these confederates? 
They were American citizens of the southern states 
ot the American republic, ‘ 

That great Teutonic race which set lim‘ts to the 
growth of the Romanempire had worked out a 
nobie development in the British isles. Thereisa 
fixed though obscure relation between a people and 
its institutions and a certain though often imper- 
ceptible sprogress in the development of each, 
and they mutually affect each other. Noble 
races unconsciously develop nobdle institutions, 
noble institutions produce noble races, aud this 
upward growth must be difficult, slow, and, alas! 
has always been bloody, and out of these conflicts 
emerge a better people and wider institutions. 

In the narrow horizon of the present the actors 
msy fail to comprehend the true significance of 
their own part in the ever moving drama of hu- 
man growth. There is an eternal “needs be’’ in 
tb's progretsion. And asin the material universe 
arounc wus, baryests must be preceded by clouds 
and storms and rains; there must be cyclones and 
tornadoes, with winter and ice and sleet; so, too, 
in this world of moral forces, where subtier forces 
dominate and invisible influences control, there 
must be storms. It has always beenso. The rich 
lands where liberty grows sirongest and man is 
freest have been sanctified with human blood and 
made fertile with human hearts. 

And for seven centuries this race from which we 
sprang had grown from soil the richest under the 
sters with the blood of martysand heroes. The 
huminous track of British history shines respien- 
dent with the recddest blood, and the most pre- 
cious miie stones which indicate the progress of our 
ancettors are the scaffolds where the martyrs died 
orthe poles on which the several heads of the trai- 
tors were liftea up. 

Amid such traditions, with such school masters, 
each generation necessarily held more tenaciously 
towhat had been gained and yearned more in- 
ter sely to wrest from power what was still denied. 

And so from age to age, every age having its 
own ‘Lost Cause,’’ ani meeting apparently its fa- 
tal repulse, the ceaseless struggle went on with 
constant success. The conquering Norman grada- 
ally becume Englishmen, the parliament became 
free, even though the dead Cromwell hang in 
chains and ‘‘Charles came to his own.’’ The colon- 
ist brought here with him certain rights, but much 
more he was a Briton freeman. He was as much 
the product of these agesand these struggles as 
the institutions of which he was inheritor. And 
so here the development continued. : 

Like all provincial people they were devoted to 
their own homes, their own states, their own sec- 
tion, with a passionate love which no language 
Can exaggerate. 

The great Appalachian range which runs through 
the states of Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and Alapama, 
with its loity peaks, its indescribable vallefs aad 
its ravishing !andscapes; the many noble rivers 
which traverse fertile sections and were fringed 
with hoar cotton and tasselei cornu; the long ocean 
line with its ceaseless melody and ever changin 
beauty: the  land-locked Chesapeake an 
the rich Gulf of Mexico. the forests of Sstate- 
ly pines, of magnificent oak or other 
equally mighty rivals of the forest: the varied p:o- 
ducts of field or garden; and in these fields the 
blooded horse or short horn cattle, made a land 
physically worthy ofsuch love. And it was sacred 
in its hallowed spots. Here on the beautiful Po- 
tomac isthe tomb of Washington: in sight ofthe 
Chess peake is the Yorktown where Cornu wallig sur- 
rendered; here is the grave of Jefferson; this i the 
place where Ferguson died as the mountaineers 
scaled King’s mountain; here Marion hid until like 
the hawk. he would dart upon his prey;this is where 
Poone and the pioneers began the conquest of the 
west; and here stood Jackson when the British 
failed at New Orieans. 

J hesw eet mero iesof the lard were stil'| lea-er. 
The plain churches which dotted every nueigivor 
hood were surrounded by beloved deal; the sim 
pie homes hed always been the sbode of s‘ainless 
purity aud a patriarchal type of do nestic ecomomy 
as loving as it were pure, 

Aud in that Jand if the question of the wise kiag 
had teen esked. “Who can find a virtuous 
woman?” with tiusting pride each of those 
boms [could arswer | ‘under this {precious 
rooi-treee by this beloved hearth stone.” 
and the loving heart made pure by her sweet life 
would add, “her price is far above rubies; the 
heart of her husband doth safely trust in her, so 
that he shali have no need of spoil. She will do 
him good and not evilall the days of her life. She 
seeketh woo] and fiax and worketh willingly with 
her hands; * she riseth also while it is yet 
night and giveth meat to her household and a por- 
tion to her maidens; * she layeth her 
b@nds to the spindle aud her hands hold the dis- 

. She stretcheth out her hand to the 
peor; yc she reacheth forth her hands 
to needy. * Her husband is 
known in the gates when he sitteth among the 
elders of the land. She maketh fine linen and 
selleth it; * strength and honor are her 
clothing and she shall rejoice in time to come. 
She openeth her mouth wiih wisdom, and in her 
tongue is the law of kindyess. She looketh well 
to the ways of ber housebold and eateth not the 
bread of idlevets. Herchildrenrise upand call 
her blessed: her husband, aiso, and he praiseth 
ber. Many davghters haye done vyirtuously, but 
thou excellest them all.’’ é 

Andin these homes dwelt maidens, who, lixe 
Esther, were ‘‘fair aud Sbeautiful,’ ai “beautiful 
and wetil favored’ as Rachel; yea, “very 
fair to look upon” even aS R23; 
becca: as devo'ed as the daughter of Jeptha. 

Who in this vast crowd can not recall with tear- 
ful eyes, but unutterable pride, the southern moth- 
er who taught him of Goa, andthe lovely sister 
who made home full of happiness; whose remem- 
bered lineaments are well described by these in- 
spired words? 

In these states were born; from these people 
sprang; under these institutions were fostered; 
amid such scenes grew up these confederate dead. 
They were the descendants of the men who made 
England a commonwealth; preserved the freedom 
of Sco.tland; ceaselessiy protested agaiust the serv- 
itude of Ireland: their sires had colonized Ameri- 
ca, conquered the French at Quevdec, driven the 
Indian inward; their grandfathers sat in the con- 
tinenial congress; served with Washington; con- 
quered at Kine’s Mountain; their fathers were 
with Perry at Erie or with Jackson at New Or- 
leans; their elder brothers fellat Buena Vista, or 
received the surrender of Mexico. 

They sprang from the loins of those who in two 
generations pushed the limits of the repabdiic to 
the Pacific. 

The confederate armies were equal to their an- 
cestors; with equal courage and perhaps greater 
skill, they faced more tremendous odds, and had @ 
sadcer fortune. Whocan adequately represent in 
language that host aud the four years of its strag- 
gies and sacrifices? 

Many of us did not believe in theright of se- 
cession, as it was hel« by our brethren of the south; 
still more were convinced that secession by sepa- 
rate state action was unwise, if not insulting tothe 
other states having common interests. Many be- 
lieved that the grievances complained of could be 
netter remedied by united action in the union. 
But we, el) those of whom I am speaking, the Ken- 
tucky confederate soldiers, believed that it was 
purely despotic, without the shadow of an excuse 
io)0O *Claim and exercise the po wer 
to hold by force of arms a1y 
state, or cluster of states, in unwilling su jection 
to a gcovernment, in name federal, and in theory 
of limited powers, but which then would be in 
factan unlimited despotism, forthe essence of 
despotism is that the government is above tae law 
and the only jaw of the federal union isthe feter 
constitution, and the powerto setastde that law 
aud violate at will its provisions creates in fact @ 
despotism—a government whose willis the meas 
ure ofits power. - 

No state could force, no state could justify us in 
an attack so fatal toallthe principles on which 
our liberties rested. 

We knew that forms of government were but 
means. that all our constimtions, both state and 
feceral, were only medes, that the end was the 
mmsiutenance of liberty; the substance, the per 
pe‘uation of free government; and we felt that 
the claims made by the administration, if al- 
lowed, rendered every check in these coustitu- 
tious worthless; every limitation on the powers 
granted valueiess, and forall time gave to those 
in possession of the government precedents for 
any exercise of suy power that their interests or 
their passions rendered desirable At once and 
for ali time the liberties of the citizen and the 
rights of the state would find their protection, not 
in the written compacts, but in the pleasnre, the 
fears, the interests or the weakness of those in 
power. 

If Kentucky conld aid twenty northern states to 
reduce eleven states to provinces, invade their 
territory, overturn their government, set aside 
their constitutions, imprison without warrant their

So too we have given witbout scant measure our | 
meed of praise to those who wthstood the 
charge of serried array, or who broke in irresista- 
ble might over our trenchis; to those who held 
the heights of Gettysburg against Lee and Long- 
Street, aud drove Pickett backward from his wonr- 
drous charge: who held Franklin in spite of 
Hocd and Cleburne; to Thomas who stood so firm 
at Chicamauga;and Sherman who marched trom 
Daiton to the sea: to the silent and placable Grant, 
who compelled Donelson, Vicksburg and Rich- 
mond to acknowledge his power, aud who gave 
genernos terms to Lee, and with proud honesry de- 
manded that the terms be respected. eae 

I believe in the controlling force of law in the sa- 
cial world as implicitly as I doin the ordained order 
in the natura] world: in the power of ordained pro- 
gress through the omnipotent activityofmoral forces 
as 1 do in the sgencies of phy sical forces. I belieyein 
the correletion of cause end effect in political and 
social Cevelopment, It is obscure because the data 
are very numerous; their relative va ue as yet Come. 
paratively unknown; and we baye no: ¢arefally 
sous ht to explore this domainof scienca. Thug 
believing, I protest that the war was not in vain. 
It was unavoidable; from it taere was no eseape. I 
proiest that the sacrifices made by the south 
were not iG Vain. (hey form part of those 
resisuless forces which will enter into our 
national life: which is the sum ofalithe forces at 
work to develop our conutry. And the fature of 
that country depends very largely on that soath. 
We cannot measure the relative vaiue of these 
forces. When Cwsar fell at the foot of Pompey’s 
Statue; when Rome was avenged on Arminius for 
*Varro’s Legion's’; when William Wallace meta 
traitors fate; wh n Charles the Seeond was ree 
called from exile; when Napoleon died at St. He. 
lena; who could have foretold what history now 
narrates? 

It is, indeed, a surpassing future which tempts ug 
to noble duties. No people ever was given such 
theatre upon which to perform their part. A mage 
nificent continent to be peopled; and that witha 
race ofeducated and entightened Christian free- 
men; whose destiny itis togive constitutional lib- 
erty to the world, and whose duty it is to be fit for 
such high destiny. 

“Give constitutional liberty to the world,” how 
much is included in those simple words; “Midway 
between Europe and the continents where the 
colored races have had the centuries for taeir de- 
velopment; with a language thatis fit vehicle for 
immortal aspirations and eternal hopes; with the 
pervasive spirit of orderls liberty: wita the irresist- 
ible power of a divine religion, our mission is full 
of: ineflabie glory.”’ 

There need be no other limit to growth than that 
set by justice toour neighborand the duties to 
humanity. Every field of greatness opens beforg 
us, an« ail good and noble enterprises beckon ug 
to inten:ser jabors. Sorrows and sacrifices, errors 
and follies, ‘‘ihe brutalities aud ferocities of prog- 
ress,’’ perhaps bloodshed and crime, may be rt 
of the future; this has always been, this is but the 
lotof mankind. Butlin spite of these the advance- 
ing day grows brizgnter, ihe ciimbing sun shines 
more radiantly, the horizon widens before our en 
tranced vision, and we press on-with unfaltering 
heart into that future which lies before us. 

At the foot of this stately monument of granite, 
this stone hewn from the mountains of Maine, now 
planted in the heart of Kentucky in honor of gol- 
diers from states so distant as ‘Texas, we pray God 
to grant that in that ceaseless contest our childrem 
may be as heroic as enduring. as pure as these 
unknown dead; ready to live for the right, wil- 
ling, if need be, to die for the right, as God giv@a 
it to them to see the right. 

TWENTY THOUSAND VISITORS, 

The occasion has been beyond all expecta- 
tion. Over twenty thousand visitors are pres: 
ent. The whole of sonthern Kentucky and 
multitudes fie Tennessee and Indiana are 
here. Governor Knott, a number of his staff, 
and the principal state officers arein attend. 
ance. Onevery tongune ig the exclamation, 
“the biggest dey in the history of thse state.” 
The magnificent floral decorations have been 
the wonderment and delight of everybody. 
To this feature of the occasion the Evansville 
board of trade sent a fac-simile of the mona- 
ment wrought in the choicest exotics by 
Carmody, a noted florist of that place, and Mr. 
Latbam rent several magnificent pieces, which 
were marvels of beauty and artistic desiga, 
msde by Kliunder, of New York. Besides these, 
wicaths of flowers came from Nashville, Lou- 
isville, Memphis, Clarksville and other cities, 
Hopkinsville literally shippod its gardens aad 
green houges. 

The monument was unveiled by Mr, 
Latbam’s little five-year-old niece, Mina 
Latham, assisted by several sweet maids of 
honor. 

The entire staff of Governor Taylor 
is here. The governor himself i 
absent on account of sickness, 
Every residence in town is open wide, in keep« 
ing with true Kentucky hospitality. A samp- 
tucus feast has been spread and declared free 
to every body since daylight this moraing, and 
tonight the town is brilliantly illuminated out 
to the very verge of the corporate limits, 

In the course of Mr. Breckenridge’s speech, 
when he reached the climax of a glowing tri- 
bute to Stonewall Jackson and his foot cavalry, 
a white haired old lady, who had, no doubt, 
buried her boy in his jacket of gray, jerked 
out her handkerchief, tied it to the ead of her 
parescl, and pushipg her way toward tha 
speaker's stand, waved her improvised. flag 
aud shouted above the voice of the orator: 

“HURRAH FOR OUR SIDE!” 

It thrilled the crowd, and a shout went up 
that shook the ground. Mr. Breckenridge was 
equal to the emergency of the moment. pe 
ping forward and bowing profoundly he said: 
“* Bless you, loyal mother; in the presence of 
Ged aud man, I echo the sen®ment of your 
soul. and in a larguage which Kentuckiang 
understand, let me say I go you one better— 
hurrah for both sides!”

TERTAIN THEIR FRiBNDS. 
ta RR 
One of the Biggest Crowds Ever on a Piente Ground 
in Georgia Gathers at Spricg “Bank - Brass 
Bavdsr, Lemonades, Lunches and Dances 
Give Everybody @ Pleasant fime, 


Spring Bank, in Bartow county, two miles 
north of Kirgston, was about the liveliest 
place in Georgis, yesterday, outside of Atlanta. 

Nearly tix thousand ladies, gentlemen and 
children, were scattered about on the beautifal 
gtass-covered meadows, under the heavy 
shading oaks, enjoying themselves—each after 
his or her own desire, 


The cause of the gathering was the order of ! 


railway conductors grand picuic. 

Fortwo months past the railway conductors 
of the Atianta division, ana those of Lookout 
division, at Chattanooga, have been looking 
forwaid to this grand picnic at Spring Bank, 
and with p'easant thoughts for the day have 
made many arun. But the picnic is now over, 
and during many more tiresome runs those 
who were present can think of the pleasaut 
Gay passed beside the clear branch springing 
out of the hiliside so near the Western and 
Atlantic track that it may be easily seen from 
the trains, 

GOING TO THE PICNIC, 

Of the six thousand people who were 
at the picnic Atlanta tent over twelve hundred. 
The train which carried the pleasure seekers 
to the ground left the old exposition platform 
at seven o'clock. It was made up of fourteen 
coaches, and when the train crossed the carpo- 
ration Jine nearly every seat was occupied. 
The engine drawing the train had been bsanti- 
fully decorated with evergreens, flowers and 
bunting, and as it pushed along the track draw- 
ing the long train behind it, workmen 
in the fields cessed their labors until 
it had gone out of sight. At Iceville, the frst 
stopping place,a large crowd got on. At 
Smyrna another delegation boarded the train, 
and at Marictta a party of nearly two hun- 
dred entered the coaches. By this time the 
seats were ail gone, water coolers had ben 
converted into restingplaces, and the aisles 
were blockaded, Still everybody was happy 
and espccizlly the conductors and their ruil- 
road friends. A 

TRAIN IS NEVER FULL, 
according to the belief of the conductors, and 
after passing Marietta, station afte- 
station ac ced its delegation to 
the merry, happy party until the crowd 
became almost urpiessant. Fortunately the 
engineer knew that misery was quickly forgot- 
ten, ard giving his engine full swing, the ride 
to the gronuds was quickly accomplished, The 
train came toa fnll stopon acurvo just across 
accuntry road from the grounds, and ina 
second ladies, children, marses, basxets, 
boxes and bundles were being helped off by 
Conductor Dick Hargis, Everybody who has 
ever iidden on the Western and Atlantic 
knows Dick Hargis—big, genial, clever Dick, 
hie friends call him. Conductor Hargis’s whole 
heart was in the success of the picnic, and for 
two wecks he has been off the road givinz his 
entire time to preparing the ground. And 
everybody who was at the picnic yesterday 
says he did his work well. 
THE PICNIC GROUNDS, 

Then Sprivg bank no prettier or more 

tfor apicnic could be fouad. A 


lovely 2 sp 
lerg€ levci meadow, covered wilh green grass, 
traversed by two beautiful streams of clear, 
sparkiinpg water, shaded by immense forest 
trecs, is Spring Branch, Conductor Hargis had 
largo new benches scattered all ovsar 
the meadows, new dippers being 
hurg at the springs aud tabs of 
lemonade—pure white not red—woare scit- 
tered ficely about. An immense dancing plat- 
form had been erected and upon this the young 
people iustantly scrambled, reacy and anxious 
for the dance. Upon one sids of the platform 
a band stand was built and assson as the At- 
lanta Capitol Band reached the grouud the 
music began. 
CHATTANOOGA’S DELEGATION, 

In five minutes after the Atlanta train 
reached the ground the Chattanooga excursion 
srrived. As the train rolled up the Atlantians 
cheered the visitors and the visitors responded. 
Twenty-seven cars made up the train, and the 
engine was profusely decorated. In no time 
the large crowd was ont and Georgians an 
Tennesseans were freely mingling. While the 
Chattanooga train was yet upon theside track, 
the reguisr passenger train from Atlanta rolled 
in, bringing four hundred to five hundred 
more. Then the crowd was 
on hand, and everybody gave themselves up to 
pleasure. Some begen emptying baskets and 
spieading lunch while others strolled over 
the grounds and others hung about the dance- 
ing platform. 

THE PROGRAMME OPENS, 
At noon, Conductor Hargis mounted the 
stand, and securing the attention of the vast 
arsem)'y, said: : 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: This is the happiest 
day cf my life. If there is anything 
in the world I love better than Georgia's old 
red hills it is the order of railway conductors. 
Ye are all here for enjoyment, and we want 
youto enjoy yourselves. I want to tell you 
right here that there ain't any ‘short hanl’ 
about your fun, and we ask you to make it the 
lorg baul. We don’t give any drawbacks, 
either. I willnow introduce Mr. Lattimore, 
who will introduce to you a gentleman whom 
every conductor in the union loves.” 

Mr. Hargis’s happiness was apparent to all, 
and as he sat down cheer after afser cheer was 
sent up. Mr, Lattimore, like Mr, Hargis, ia 
well known in Atlanta,and in a few well 
chosen words he introduced Mr, Calvin S. 
W beaton, 

GRAND CHIEF CONDUCTOR 

of the order. Mr. Wheaton is a young man of 
fixe appearance, polished manners ani 
captivating style, and before he hai 
spoken a dozen words had Se- 
cured the undivided attention of his audience. 
Bir. Wheaton began by saying that he was 
happy to see that the order at whose head he 
reigicd was so popular in Georgia and Tennes- 
see. 

“I am convinced,” said he, “that Brother 
Hargis was not required to remind you of the 
long haul and short hanl, for the large crowd 
arsuies me that you know nothing of the short 
haul] intbesonth. In fact, everything Gaorgia 
and Tennessee does appears to be done by the 
long haul, and one of the proudest racollec- 
tions of my life will be this joint mingling of 
the Atlanta and Chattanoogadivisions. In the 
few words ] shall say to you I want to tell you 
of the association which has brought you here. 
Railway conductors are gentlemen who serve 
the public, and this. their order, is as much 
benefit to you as to them. Everybody must at 
scme time ride with conductors, and then you 
want to find them polite, attentiveand compe- 
tent. Oneofour cardinal pointsis temper 
ance. Temperance first, last and all the tims.” 


Mr. Wheaton then referred to the organiz,- - 


tion of the order nineteen years ago. Those 
who organized it thought that they saw in the 
di-tancea chance to benefit themselves and 
those who came after them. ‘‘You see how well 
they have doneit. We now have an orJer 
pumbering eleven thousand members, scat- 
tered through the states, Canada and 
Mexico. The order is composed of intelligent 
men who sre above the labor organizations. 
We bave dignificd positions and al] conductors 
bave a duty in seeing that the dignity of the 
pesition is not lowered. We are all confronted 
by one great problem—the problem of labor 
and capital--and I desire to say that I am 
not here to give a key to the solution of 
the problem, but to tell you of the benefits 
of this order. Money and labor mast come 
together. Neither is of value withou’ the 
other and you can’t make a man give you half 
be makes by fighting him, Another falacy 
against which I warn you is, that of the poli- 
tician whe is for protecting the laboring man. 
Whst that politician cares for is the labor ng 
man’s vote to ride into power upon. If you 
want to protect yourself stop the landing in 
this country of ship load after ship load of em- 
igrants. That is the way to take care of Ameri- 
can labor.”

He conversed with 
them insubdued tones, and every now and 
then would make some remark about his uno- 
happy lot. 

It was expected that he would be sent to the 
city stockade, aboard the Black Maria, this 
morning. : 

While Mr. Martine was so melancholy his 
friends were exerting themselves in his. behalf.

IMPROVING THE FIRE SYSTEM, 


The Four Circuit Repeater Golng In—The 
New Company Ready for Work. 


“For four hours tomorrow, Friday, the elec- 
tric fire alarm will be useless,” said Chief Joy- 
ner, of fhe fire department, last night, “and I 
wieh you would tell those who may have occa- 
Fion to give an alarm not to depend upon the 
Telephone 412,” 
“What's wrong?” 
“Nothing now, but tomorrow. every- 
thing willbe wreng. lI or several days past 
I have been putting in what is called 
a four circuit repeater and the work will be fin- 
isbed today, and while it is being finished con- 
nection will be broken allover town.” 

“What is a four cirenit repeater?” 

“Why, it is an entire change of the present 
system. Nowifa wire breaks anywhere in 
town it throws the entire system out and an 
slarm cannot be sounded until we mend the 
break. You know, too,that if a man starts out 
to fixd a broken wire he'll probably drive al 
over town before finding it. The four circuit 
repeater changes this,” 

“How?” 


‘Well, by it the city is divided equally into 
four sections. Ifa wire breaks it doesn’t effe:t 
any but the onesection, leaving the other three 
gocd. Of ccurse, the trouble in mending is not 
greatthen. By the way the chemical engine 
has been shipped.”

WILL PROBABLY SELL, 


The West Point Terminal to Buy the State’s 
Interest in the Asheville and Spartanburg 


For some time past negotiatious have been 
pending between the West Point Terminal 
and the stock holders of the Asheville and Spar- 
tanburg railroad, by which the former com- 
pany is to get entire possession of the Asheville 
and Spartanburg. ‘ 

The state of Georgia is »ne of the principal 
minority stockholders in this railroad, this 
steck having come to the state 
asa portion ofthe aszetsofthe City Bank of 
Atlanta. Thisstock is all held in Charleston, 
Spartanberg and Atlanta. 

All of the minority stockholders except the 
State have agreed to take forty-five cents on the 
dollar, cash, and itis probable that the state 
will accept the same proposition. The face 
value of the siock held by the state is upwards 
of $50,000, but the real cost was but $25,000. If 
the preposition of the West Point Terminal is 
accepted, the state will receive about $21 009, 
or nearly as much as it was bid infor by the 
state. 

The state authorities have not definitely a>- 
cepted the proposition as yet, but they will 
probably do so within a few days.

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TBE LAW Is CONSTITUTIONAL. 


Judge Pardee Decides the Stone Mountain. 
Distiliery Case In Favor of the State. 

Jadge Pardee decided the Stone Mountiin 
distillery case yesterday by dismissing the writ 
of habeas corpus. 

When court convened at 10 o’clock Attorney 
Gcucral Anderson resumed his remarks. After 
speaking atout an bour, Mr. J. Carroll Payn» 
mede the ciesing argument for the petitioner. 

At 4 o’clock Judge Pardee announced his de- 
cision, He said: 

‘The jurisdiction of the court to issue the writ in 
this cage and to decide whether the detentioa of 
the relator isin violation of the constitution of the 
United States, is slear under tbe statutes of the 
United States and the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States as reported in ex parte 
Royall, 117 U. 8. 

, the learned attorney-ceneral of the 
state of Georgia concedcs the jurisdiction. 

‘From the very uble and exhaustive arguments 
made on both sides, sud from the examination I 
have been able to give the case, I am inclined to 
the opirion that the law of the state of Georgia. 
under which the relator has been incicted, is not 
in any respect repugnant to or in violation of the 
corstitution of the United States, as the same 
feems tobe within the purview of the legislative 
rover of the state; and, therefore, if 
by the law any person is deprived of 
the nse of bis property, said deprivation would 
seem to be under and by ‘‘due process of law.” 

“putin this case it is not Ceemed necessary to 
rest the @Cccision herein upon the constitution- 
ality of the said law any further than to ho'd that 
as to the generality of the inhabitants of DeKalb 
county, and so far as the record of the state court 
shows, the law is not repugnant to ihe constitu- 
tion of the United States, and if as to the relator 
it is repugnant to said constitution giving him the 
tight to invoke its protection, it is because of the 
existence of a special state of facts, entitling the 
relator to such protection. 

“If such special facts exist as is claimed by 
relator, then they should be made the basis of a 
plea in the court where the indictment is pead- 
ing, and, if denied, established before a jury con- 
tradictorily with the state, as is the manner of 
trial in criminal Cases. 

“In this court under this writ, while the right 
to hear evidence is undoubted, the hearing would 
tecontradictorily with the respondent, a jail- 
keeper without interest in the matter to prosecute, 
wud without a jury to decide. 

* The writ issued in this case will be dismissed 
with costs.”’ 

Mr. Payne will take the case to the United States 
supreme court.
